If the engine doesn't start 


Make sure that the correct operating procedures have been followed. 

Brake/clutch pedal 

Make sure that the brake pedal (for automatic 
transmissions) or clutch pedal (for manual trans¬ 
missions) is firmly depressed when attempting to 
start the engine. (-^>P.17)

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Electronic Key Alarm 


The electronic key alarm uses an alarm and warning messages to indicate that the electronic 
key has been used improperly. Take appropriate measure in response to any warning mes¬ 
sages that are displayed. In some cases, an alarm may sound without an accompanying 
warning message. If so, follow the correction procedure in the table below.

Correction procedure 


Tried to lock the doors 
using the entry function 
while the electronic key is
